It is a glorious sight, and for the lover of na- 
ture and of art the whole fleld stretched out al- 
most for miles before one is a city of canvas;a 
town of sutlers. sbhopmen, bakers and betting 
men, and goodness knows what all.

A GLANCE AT THE TRACK, 

The Derby course, it will b¢ seen,is ‘‘about’’ 
a mile from ‘‘eend to eend,’’ aud somewhat in 
« the shape of a horse-shoe. The first three quar- 
ters of a mile may be considered straight, the 
bend in the course at Durand’s corner being 
very trifling and the width very great. The 
next quarter is in a gradual turn and runs into 
what is called Tattenham corner, Once around 
this difficult and ever-to-be-dreaded corner, 
the last half mileis str:ishtrunning., The first 
380 yards of this curious course is on the level, 
then comes & pretty stiff ascent for half a mile, 
the next third ofa mile is level, then comes 
Tattenham corner,—a very shanwand awkward 
turn to the left, and the remainder is on the 
descent till within the distance, when the 
ground rises abruptly again. It is undoubted- 
ly one of the most difficult courses to run over 
inthe world. How such gradients were ever 
selected for racing is not easily explained. 
But there the course is, and dislike it as we 
may, there are glorious traditions about tne 
place, so let us enjoy things as we find them. 

THE TRACK, 

Turn now to the track itself, and you will 
see that a gang of sweepers have made the turf 
look like a veritable Prussian carpet of green. 
The grand stands are ciowded with wealth, 
beauty, and intelligence. In front of the chief 
urand stand there is a lawn which slepes with 
a considerabje fall to the rails that separate it 
from the coyrse itself, This lawn is divided 
into two eq@al parts by a light iron fence, 
Standing the ésplanade, tacing the course, 
the moiety of the lawn on the right is that por- 
tion of i# which is reserved for the use of the 
betting men ; in fact, it is called the Ring.

On an October day in 1861, the village of 
,» in Southwest Missouri, was all ina 
bustle over.the presence of a company of 
young men who had enlisted in the Confed- 
erate service and who were ready to depart 
to the front. A _ flag-pole rose high 
in the air in front of the unpretentious frame 
hotel, and from it floated the stars and bars in 
the mellow breeze. There was a rapid riding 
to and fro, a gathering hereand there, shouts 
of joy, words of parting and regret, threats of 
vengeance on the enemy,  boastings of 
courage and skill, promises of an 
early return and all the wild ae- 
companiments of preparation forthe duties of 
war. The people ofthe village were wild with 
excitement. Mothers were embracing their 
sons, fathers bestowing a last blessing, sisters 
giving a last token of affection,and sweethearts

TEMPORARILY SUSPENDED. 


SOR y 
The Sub-Treasury and Post-Office Run 
Out of $10 U.S. Certificates. 

The rush for the $10 United States certifi- 
cates still continues unabated. The crowds 
of men and women, of all conditions and de- 
greesg colors and complexions, standing in 
long lines in front of the Sub-Treasury and 
Post-office, patiently waiting their turn to in- 
vest for themselves or others in Uncle Sam’s 
latest securities, forms a unique and interesting 
spectacle. The heart of a savings bank presi- 
dent would jump with joy toste sucha long 
line of depositors patiently waiting for the 
doors of the bank to open, as stood before the 
Post-office and Sub-Treasury from as early as 
6o0’clock this morning. The sun was ata 
broiling heat, and poured down its rays di- 
rect upon their devoted heads without any 
perceptible effect upon the line, which grad- 
ually but surely increased in dimensions from 
hour to hour. 

The crowd of would-be investors were 
doomed to disappointment to-day. About 9 
o’clock this morning, Gen. Edwards, of the 
United States Sub-Treasury, sent down word 
that no certificates had been received to-day, 
and, the supply having been exhaust- 
ed yesterday, sales will have to 
be temporarily suspended. It is 
expected that more certificates will be receiv- 
ed, and the sales resumed to-morrow. No 
more certificates will be furnished for sale for 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia or Baltimore, 
and the supply for St. Louis will hereafter be 
limited to 70-000. This will not more than half 
satisfy the demand in this city. Yesterday the 
sules reached $80,000, divided as follows: 
Sub-Treasury, $30,000; Post-office, $25,000; 
Collector of the Port, $25,000. The latter has 
only had __ certificates for sale for 
three days, during which time he 
has disposed of $60,000. The 
sale of certificates in St. Louis to date has 
reached the sum of $1,610,000, devided as fol- 
lows: Post-office $850,000, Sub-Treasury 
$700,000, Collector of Port $60,000. The 
rush commenced at aboutthe first, since which 
time the sales have averaged from $75,000 to 
$100,000 a day.

dignation. He had no regular market for his 
wares, but disposed of them in every 
part of the city. Paper and rags could 
be sold for the same money at any waste 
paper and rag warehouse, and 
THE BONE FACTORIES OF LOWELL 

and the northern part of the city and the glue 
works purchased the bones he gathered. The 
prices of rags ranged allthe way from a quar- 
ter of a cent to two cents per pound, while the 
price of paper and bones was continually fluc- 
tuating to such an extent that he seldom knew 
what estimate to place upon the value of 
a lot. Paper moderately clean 
commanded six cents per bag and bones ran 
considerably higher. He had no other means 
of transportation than the greasy bag of some 
rude material and nad not rode ona street car 
for over three years. For quite a period he 
visited East St. Louis, which was a rich fiela 
for him, but some of the police of that city 
bad gone on a drunk one nightand fired sev- 
eral shots at him and he had never since 
visited the village of strife, remaining content 
in this city, where his life at least was not in 
momentary danger. On one or two occasions 
Schekthan had found articles of value among 
the rubbish, and once a two-dollar note on St. 
Charles street, but such lucky finds were both 
few and far between. A friend and brother 
gleaner had several years ago found a gold 


» chain and locket attached, on Wash street, and 


shortly afterwards was so fortunate as to 
find a pocket-book containing sev- 
eral hundred dollars, which catfsed him 
to retire from the business and return to Po- 
land. As for himself, he never expected to 
find any considerable sum, and, being unmar- 
ried, presumed that he would live and die 
among the waste rags and vermin of the alley- 
ways. 

From Sergeant Frangel, the day officer in 
charge at the Third District Police Station, it 
was learned that the majority of this lazy, 
shiftless class were Polish Jews. A few Ger- 
mans and Italians helped swell the 
list and of late weeks a number of colored 
people had applied for licenses to pursue that 
vocation in preference to trundling hand-ex- 
press carts or performing menial service, The 

ISSUING OF LICENSES 
rested solely with the Police Department. They 
were never given to children, and always re- 
voked when it was ascertained that the pos- 
sessor was dishonest or of vicious habits. 

**To be a professional gleaner,’’ said the 
gentlemanly official, ‘‘a person must first 
become dead to every sense of ambition, and 
be content to live om a mere pittance, for 
nothing more can be made out of the over- 
worked trade.

stock: ‘This Jand was owned by the commun- 
ty, and, of course, belonged to nobody, until 
he city got heavily in debt after the failure 
nd suspension of all the banks in the United 
States. The city issued scrip, as did nearly 
every municipality in the whole country. This 
scrip was almost the only circulation at St. 
Louis at that time except New Orleans scrip. 
St. Louis city and county scrip was worth 
about seventy to seventy-five cents on the dol- 
lar. To redvew this scrip the 
City Council passed an ordi- 
mance to lay off the commons into lots and sell 
at auction. Sothat the title toa lot of this 
<ommon, sold by the cor oration ef St. Louis 
without any title to it herself, may some day 
me upina very ugly shane,like Mrs.Gaines’ 
aims in New Orleans. But we do not pro- 
pose to write the history of St. Louis, but 
eave that to others. What we scarted out to 
tell was about some quiet little sport in and 
around that city. Just back of Dr. McDow- 
ell’s College stood at time Chouteau’s water- 
mill, for grist and sawing. The mill-pond 
was fed by many springs rising within a few 
qniles of the city, and finally all emptying into 
this basin, called Chouteau’s Pond, and gave 
suflicient water to run, at times, two pairs of 
burrs for grinding fleur and corn meal. This 
pond was well stocked with fish, and some fine 
bass were taken from it. Among the anglers 
around St. Louis was a one-armed soldier, 
who lost his arm in the Black Hawk war, 
named Major Whitman. During 
the fishing season one-half of 
the on la leisure time was spent af this 
his favorite fishing ground. Ile was a gentle- 
man in every sense of the word, a tr ue disci- 
le of Uncle Izaak Walton:gbut he was a true 
over of nature, and could for hours at a 
time under a shady beech “e watching the 
swallows skimming back ai@forth over the 
still, calm water, the very ] ire of patience 
and contentment. but never nplained that 
the fish did not bite. His fav e bait for bass 
fishing was the little striped rsh frog, a 
bait we have no faithin for. but have 
found extremely killing for the lakes, 
One afternoon we strolle ed out to ‘the pond,and 
found the Major at his post near an old stump 
standing near the bank. He had baited his 
hook with a little frog early in the day. und 
‘ast him out to take his chances, and been sit- 
ting some three or four hours waiting to geta 
dispatch either from the little frog or some en- 
terprising bass; but not the slightest indica- 
tions of the presence of fish had gladdened 
his watchfulness. ‘*Well, Major,’’ said 
we, ‘*what luck to-day?’’, ‘‘Not a nibble. 
Nouse. ‘The wind is from the east, and the 
bass will not feed when the wind is inthe 
east.’ ‘*‘What kind of bait have you, 
Major’’’ ssid we. ‘‘Best in the world; 
striped frog.’’ **Now, Major, just try one 
of these fine, lively minnows of mine.’’ ‘'I 
will, but have no faith inthem.’’ The Major 
here rose leisurely from bis seat, approached 
his pole, and stood fora moment looking at 
the stump. ‘*I see onthat root a pretty lit- 
tle frog; now perbaps the one I have had on 
so long is pretty well exhausted, so I will try 
to capture that one on the _ root. Ile 
looks fresh and vigorous, as though he 
could strike out lively.’’ Here the Major 
cautiously raised his pole, as if afraid of dis- 
turbing the quiet and meditative-looking little 
frog onthe root. As he did so, however, the 
line in rais sing took the direction of the stump, 
and finally lifted the frog off. We laughed 
immoderately at the Major’ s surprise, and he 
finally concluded that he had egun to lose 
confidence in any frog that would play such 
tricks on an old fisherman. We then went to 
work with minnows, and caught a fine string 
of bass during the afternoon. We have had 
fine bass fishing near the Virginia lead mines 
and Sulpbur Springs, twenty miles back of 
St. Louis, on the Meramec River. 

Where East St. Louis now stands we have 
frequently bagged two or three brace -of 
woodcock in a couple of hours’ shooting. 
The whole American bottom, as it was called, 
to the Illinois bluffs, eight miles, was at that 
time full of all kinds of game—deer, geese, 
prairie chickens, ducks, woodcock, quail and 
turkeys. With the exception of one or two 
smail cabins opposite the foot of Bloody 
Isjand, there was no house or settlement on 
the whole bottom. Three miles below Wig- 
gins’ ferry landing was an old French village, 
Cahokia, which was probably settled before St. 
Louis. This American bottom commences just 
below Alton, and extends down to near Kas- 
kaskia. There is abundant evidence that the 

iain channel of the Mississippi flowed along 
“Fe bluffs hundreds of years before the fost 
ized man ever trod its banks. Large 
projectitt#-siones all along these bluffs are well 
worn by the action of the running ice and 
drift, and although in many places very heavy 
timber has grown over the a4 bed of the river, 
small lakes and marshy land show plainly that 
here once flowed the main stream, eight miles 
east of the city of St. Louis. During | the great 
flood of 1844 there was an average depth of 
water over this bottom of fifteen feet, and 
good-sized steamers made regular trips 
across to the bluffs, carrving fr eight and pas- 
sengers. 

Dr.McDowell bought a cave near Hannibal, 
had iron doors made for the entrance,had the 
cave handsomely fitted up inside, and when, a 
few years after, his son, about fourteen years 
old, died, had an iron coffin cast for the re- 
mains. Taking with him afew friends, he 
proceeded on board a steamer, with the cerpse 
and a barrel of alcohol, to the cave.

Forty-two More Penniless Pilgrims Bound 
for Kansas. 

The colored exodus is not as yet a thing of 
the past. and almost every boat arriving from 
the Lower Mississippi brings a few discontent- 
ed families, who are filled with a desire tuo 
reach the negro Mecca—Kansas. The W. P. 
Ilalliday came in from New Orleans at 1 
o’ clock this morning with nineteen 
colored emigrants aboard, and the Annie P. 
Silver ‘arrived at dusk last evening with five 
families aggregating twenty-three souls. The 
former was visited atthe Anchor Line wharf- 
boat, and the latter at the foot of Poplar street 
this afternoon, and their colored cargoes found 
stillon board. The men were of the usual 
standard of intelligence of their friends 
who have preceded them and talked of Kansas 
as second only to an everlasting Paradise. 
They bave but afew dollars all told, and, with 
the exception of two families, wiil have to be 
assisted by the Relief Committee. They hail 
from Adams county, Mississippi, and attribute 
their leaving the Plantations of that 
State to the cruel treatment 
of the Southern people in general. They have 
no idea as to what business they will engage in 
on reaching Kunsas, but seem to place a blind 
trust in charity and the relief committecs.

The movement of produce and mer- 
chandise at present is all one way, and, as 
there is nothing of consequence coming West, 
there is an accumulation of balances in New 
York. Until the usual summer movement of 
merchandise in this direction sets in it is likely 
that exchange will rule low. Local transac- 
tions in securities were very small and business 
among the brokers dead dull. Stocks and 
bonds were generaily iower, even four per 
cents dropping to $1] 03.
